N Saturday Night laſt, being the 24th of this Inſtant April, between the 

Hours of Eleven and Twelve of the Clock, a Terrible and Dreadful 
"0 Fire broke out in the Yard of Mr. Roberts, a Boat-Builder, near Execs- - 
tion Dock in Wapping ; which (as I am credibly inform'd) was unhappily occaſion'd 
in this manner, viz. There being a great quantity of Reds in the Yard aforeſaid, 
ſome of which being diſpoſed of in a Loft; where ſome Young Men belonging 
to the ſaid Houſe were taking Tobacco, when by Accident or Careleſſneſs, the 


Reeds taking Fire in an inſtant (as it were) ſeveral Bundles of it was in a Flame, 
and it being very drv, notwithſtanding all the means that could be uſed to extin- 


guiſh it, prov'd ineffectual; for in leſs than an Hours time, not only that Tard, f 


wherein was incredible quantities of Timber of all forts, but Mr. Laſhe's Yard, 
next adjoyning, with his dwelling Houſe, and ſeveral adjacent Houſes, was all o- 
ver covered with the Fury of the devouring Flames: ſo that tho* abundance of 
People and Five Engines came ſuddenly to their aſſiſtance, yet by reaſon the Tide 
was then at Ebb, and Four of the Five Engines being ſomething diſorder'd in the 
Hurry and Confuſion, the Fire got ſuch a terrible Advantage thereby, that in 
leis than Seven Hours time, it Burnt down and Conſum'd&s Aſhes, near a Hun- 
dred dwelling Houſes, beſides ſeveral Timber-Yards and Ware Houſes of great 
Value, particularly Mr. Lafb the Queens Block-nakers-Yard, where her Majeſties 
Carriages are made : wherein was a vaſt quantity of Timber of all ſorts, of in- 
credible Value : Mr. Roberts the Boat-Builder loſt an tncredible quantity of Goods, 
beſides Timber, worth ſeveral Hundreds of Pounds: Mr. Alloway the Brewer loſt 
by this ſudden and amazing Fire, according to a modeſt Computation above 1500 . 
in Beer and Ale, befides vaſt quantities of other Goods, to a confiderable value : 
A Tallow Merchant who had an incredible quantity of melted and unmelted Tal. 
low by him, had moſt of it conſum'd by the Fury and ſudden Violence of the 
Flames, which in a great meaſure haſtned the Deſtruction not only of his own 
Houſe, but ſeveral others that had the Misfortune to be near it. = 
A Deal Merchant, who had but ſome Weeks betore this ſad Diſaſter, laid in 
in above 300 l. Stock of Deals into his Yard, which alſo underwent the diſmal 
and fad Fate aforeſaid : being totally Conſumed by the mercileſs Fury of this 
amazing Fire, befides his dwelling Houſe, and moſt of his Houſhold Goods : And 
indeed this Fire was ſo ſudden, violent, ſurprizing and terrible, that ſeveral Per- 
. ({8ns who were very Wealthy on Saturday Night about Eleven a Clock, was before 
„ 1 3 reduc d to Want and Poverty, not knowing where to lay ir

This Fire began near Eleven at Night, and continued Burning with amazing and 
uncontroulable fury till about Six a Clock in the Morning before it could be ex- 
tinguiſh'd; during which time it deftroyed all the Houſes between Mapping Dock. 
and Executtio:; Deck, as allo Three Veſſells an the River, One of which were a 
Trench Prize Laden with Stores, that unfortunately came to Anchor there the ſame _ 
Evening; and was Burnt down to the very Water, with all its Ladin. 
'Tis impoſſible at preſent, to compute the Loſs this dreadful Conflagration has 
occaſion'd, by reaſon ſo many Familys are diſpers'd and ditinhabited; but tis 
certain ir amounts to many Thouſands of Pounds, in regard it happen'd among 
ſuch remarkable and wealthy Families whoſe ſubſtance for the moſt part was con- 
. fum'd by the devouring Flames, while their ſorrowful Owners, became fad Specta- | 
tors of its fatal Diſtruction, and utterly incapable of power to preſerve it.
